A great, 
progressive, humanitarian city like this 
cannot be placed in such a position. She 
can well do both.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.~-[Special.}-— 
President Wilson wffl be a humble partic- 
ipant in the mighty prayer to the Almighty 
for the restoration of peace throughout 
the world to be sent up by millions of per- 
sons in every city, town, village and ham- 
let of the United States tomorrow. 

Although by a stroke of a pen he was 
able to call the God-fearing people of this 
nation together in their places of worship 
and their homes to supplicate divine con- 
cillation of the war stricken nations of 
the world, his voice will mingle on an 
equality with those of the lowliesat citi- 
sens in the tremendous appeal to God 
which he has initiated. 

Officials of Washington will also partic- 
ipate in these prayers, each in his own 
way and at his place of worship. . No at- 
tempt has been made to perform this rite 
in any manner bordering on the spectacu- 
lar, for such a thing would not bein con- 
formity with the apirit of the president's 
proclamation. 


High and Low to Pray.
